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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the election of the species of Figs. 1 and 3, 
and the withdrawal of claims 122-196, without traverse, filed on 1/22/10. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because lines, numbers, and letters are not 
uniformly thick and well defined in Figs. 1-28. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 101-121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

More specifically, " all possible contours " in line 10 of claim 101, " arbitrary 
contour " in line 2 of claim 1 08, and " in particular " in line 2 of claim 1 08, and in lines 2-3 
of claim 1 09 render the claimed subject matter in claims 1 01 -1 21 indefinite. 

In addition, " the housing " in line 2 of claim 106, " the eccentric contour " in lines 
1 -2 of claim 1 08, " the shortest distance " in line 3 of claim 1 09, " the rocker point and 
adjust point in lines 3-4 of claim 1 09, and " the rocker levers " in line 3 of claim 1 1 7, and 
in line 2 of claims 119-121 are lacking of antecedent basis, thus render the claimed 
subject matter in claims 106, 108-109, 117, and 119-121 indefinite.
